couragement of  the  Greenland,  and  Ea  ft  land  Jrades,  end  for 
■the  better  fecuring  the  Plantation  Trade  )  Effedual  care  is  taken  and  provinort 
made  for  the  preventing  of  Frauds  and  fecuring  the  payment  of  the 
Rates  and  Duties,  granted  by  laid  Ad,  unto  His  laid  Majefty,  His 
Heirs  and  Succeiiors,  upon  Sugar,  Tobacco,  Cotton-wool,  Indico,  Ginger^
